Edwin <McKee, sand — and the 
way wind ‘*Uows it back again"

The tOfMc is far from dry as 
dust: Dune behavior is com- 
plex, and its systematic inves* 
ligation began only recently.

leeward^ slope of a sand dune, 
where jeeps and trucks could 
get stuck, and the windward 
side, where a crust capable of 
supporting the weight of mili- 
tary trafSe formed. 

For ten years, rdatively little 
was done to foNow up Bag- 
nold’s pioneeriog effort. 

Dr. McKee’s interest in sand 
dunes accelerated in the 1950s 
while he was working in Den- 
ver, Colorado as head of a 
program to develop paleoiec- 
tonic maps. This program in- 
verived reconstructing the his- 
tory of earth, geological period 
by period, in a series of atlases. 

M^cKee, v4k> graduated from, 
Cornell University in 1928, had 
worked as chief naturalist at 
the Grand Canyon in Arizona, 
a post he held for 1 1 yeans. A1- 
(bou^ he has lived most of 
his Kfe in Arizona and Colo- 
rado, the man has traveled to 
Libya and Namibia as weH as 
to Brazil. In aM tfiese coun- 
tries, he has pursued his re* 
searA on sand dunes. 

Professor McKee's , experien- 
ce with Saudi Arabia dgtes 
back to the mid 1960s when 
he was invited to study dune 
structure, texture, and move- 
ment near ZaUim. a town which 


lies about half way between 
Jeddah and Riyadh. Here he 
recorded the structure of a star 
dune, so named because of us 
stape. In work assisted by the 
Saudi government. McKee first 
moistened, then dug trenches 
into a dune. The question of 
what he found was more easily 
asked than answmd. Sated 
crudely and oversimply. lie 
found that rite layering of sand 
indicates the various directions 
the wind has been Mowing. 

Wind direction and the be- 
havior of dunes are intimately 
rdated. In Zatiim. the wind 
comes principafly from three 
directions, and this variety 
makes possible the star pattern 
of the dune. “Stef (swurdi 
dunes, which lie in parallel 
rows, form in (he presence of 
two perpendicular wind direc- 
tions. McKee first studied these 
in Libya where he emf^oyed 
a technique known as peeling: 
Liquid rubber is painted onto 
cheesedoth suspended over the 
sand. The rubbtf penetrates the 
cloth, and upoci dO'iog. reveals 
the strata of the dune. 

How fast do dunes move? 

That d^ends. of course, on 
several factors, but McKee has 
measured movement of dunes 


in White Sands, New Mexico. 
of 18 in 2? meters a year 
Downvrind dunes move much 
less rapidly. The shape of 
dunes in regions where wind 
comes mainly from one direc- 
tion changes as one moves 
downwind: First one encoun- 
ters what are known as “dome” 
dunes, then “transverse." “bar- 
chan", and finally "parabolic" 
dunes. The laUer are formed 
principalty by the retaining 
powers of plant roots. The 
geological classification of 
dunes is based on their shape, 
but their study ranges over as 
pects as disparate as ie.xime 
and stabilisitioR. 

Stabilizing the movement ol 
dunes is of paramount impoi^ 
tance in regions like the Sahel 
in North Africa and the Rajas- 
fhan of India, where the spiend 
oi sand jeopardizes indigeiii 
agriculture. Techniques used to 
halt the su^Ilowing-up of 
valuaNe farmland include 
planting — which has achiev- 
ed a measure of success in 
North Africa — and building 
drift fences. McKee hopes to 
experiment with the fence 
methods in Saudi .Arabia. 
Another technique seems par- 
ticuiariy appropriate in the 


Kin^m. that of spreading oil 
on me dunes. Experiments may 
be earned out here with this 
techmuue as «eU. 

Edwin McKee, whu still 
works for the L) S Geological 
Survey, is presentiy in Saudi 
Arabia as a consuiunt to the 
new Research Center of the 
University of Petroleum and 
Minerals. He is collaboraung 
ihc Center's fledgling sand 
study program, which has em- 
barked on a senes of experi- 
ments to probe the structure, 
texture, and stabilization prob- 
lems of .dupes. 

Or McKee, who is a great 
believer in field work, ^ke 

glowingly of new wind mea- 

suremeni devices developed by 
Dr. Stephen Fryberger of the 
Research Center. These were 
tested recently in the Great 
Sand Dunes of Colorado and 
wHIl soon be deployed in dune 
siudv in Saudi Arabia.

Sky lab scare 

Chicken Little Associates opens shop

WASHINGTON — A con-, 
suiting service. “Cfncken LMe 
Assodates,“ tqieoed business 
here last month. Its purpose? 
To alarm clients into dunking 
about what oould bappea 
when Skviab falls frtxn oitiK 
In the next 18 months. 

“Nothing thtt big has ever 
broken iip in the atmosphere 
before in ifie 20rsome-odd 
yean things have been flying 
in space,” said Aiex Fltaser, 
one of two Wariimgton com- 
puter exnerts who are fonn- 
ing Chicken Little Assodatos. 
“We want to let people know 
what’s going to happen when 
tMs big 8CMon beast breaks 
up and falls bade to Earth.” 
To hear Fraser and his col- 


league, Sam Greenlaw leU it. 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administratioa isn’t 

idling it like it is. The space 
agency has said most of the 
pieces of Skylab that survive 
the heal of friction from die 
atmosphere “may be floa'ting 
like leav -s” by the time they 

strike Earth, a simile that 

doesn’t impress Fraser and 

Greenlaw with its prectsioa . 

“The way we figure it, the 
largest Skylab diunks may 

strike the Earth at 2,000 feet 
per second,” Greenlaw said. 
“That’s not much dower than 
the velocity of a rifle bullet 
when it leaves the band.” 

Three thiags about Skylab 
worry Fraser and Greenlaw; 
Its 3,000-pound lead safe that 
protected film from ootsmic 


ray damage, its 20,000-pound 
airlock and its thousands of 
solar cells that could shower 
the earth with glass when they 
break up in the atmosphere. 

“1 canT think of anytlung 
they could have put up.” 
Greenlaw said, “that could do 
more damage when it falls to 
Earth than that lead safe.” 

The space agency says the 
chances of anybody’s gening 
h't by a piece of Skylab are 
as remote as they’d be getting 
hit by a meteorite. Again, 
Fraser and Greenlaw don't 
like the comparison. 

“That I'omparison was made 
for people living anywhere on 
Earth," Fraser said. “But f<M- 
the people who live right un- 
der Skylab when it breaks op 
(the chances are about 16 


m'llion times greater, about 
one in 150 to be precise.” 

Of course, there’s an exed- 
lem chince that Skylab will 
break up over one of the 
world's oceans and do no da- 
mage to anybody or any- 
thing But Fraser and Greeir 
Ian don't like those chances 
either, which is why they think 
thdr oo-nputerized service es- 
thnating Skylab viewing, arri- 
val and breakup times for 
media and municipalities 
eveiytx^ere will self bririily. 

“When this thing starts 
breaking up. it’s going to light 
up the sky.” Greenlaw said. 
"Every pdice deportment in 
its flight path win get a 
phone call. They can't afford 
to be without our service." —

CHICAGO — The Blues 
eavel^)es this s{icaw(mg city 
like a dense, sufipeoded doud. 
la almost every neigbiboriwod, 
tite South Side, West Side and 
Nodh Side, the wailing ciy 
and moaning lament of the

corated louoges and dindy lit 
bars. 

For more than half a cea- 
tury O^cago has been the 
Blues the dty where* 

hundreds of thousands of 
^o-Americaos have migra- 
ted from Miasissifjpi, Louisia- 
na, Tennessee and Arkansas 
ovw last tvK) gfinoations 
in search of jobs in the steel 
mills and stockyards. And in 
this ^eat migtatioo came 
tbousaodB of Blues sin^rs who 
wanted to test their mettle 
agaiose -tlie best. 

Pmineiit peifoimers such as 
Muddy Waters, Sunnyland 
sum. Little Brother Montgo- 
mery, Jr. WeUs, Buddy Guy 
and James Cotton s^ live 
here. But most can^ afifond to 
work here. The wages are too 
low. 

Isis a case of supply and 
demand. This city hu more 
Blues diubs and pecfoimers 
p« square foot than any other 
place — and not enou^ peo- 
ple to listen. 

Times have not always been 
tight. A decade ago, the Blues 
revive was in fun swing, 
filneameo from both city and 
countty wen licmized and pla- 
yed to huge andiences in night- 
dubs and at outdoor fedivals. 
British groups like the Beatles 
and tt<5ii'ng Stones chew di- 
rectly upon the Kues for ma-

The 
Blues arenk faeard very 
on radio or at festival these 
days.

ODESSA, Texas — The vast and barren west Texas pUins 
are the home of the jackrabbit, an unsung hero of ibe 
legendary Old West, whose fur and meat kept Indians and 
pioneers alive. - 

A three-meter stenie of a jackrabbit stands in downteaq, 
Odessa, Qcsr the Chamber of Cmmnerce oFrice. On one side 
of thd statue is a legend about its role in the Old West, and 
on the other side i& a recipe. 

The aimual jackrabbit roping contest, which had been 
an event here for some time, was eliminated from the aonoal 
fair this year. The official reason was that no rabbits w«re 
available. But the actual reason, most sources say, was thst 
the Humane Society of tile United States pressed dey trffieiak 
to eliminate the contest, in which jackrabbits were lassoed 
alive from horses and often dragged to death, or stomped ly 
the horses. 

The Humane Society has also been trying to end the use 
of jackrabbits to train young greyhound to race. For yeais, 
iuousands of jackrabbits caugfat in tiiis area were slapped 
around <be country to greyhound trainees. 

Until recently, hunting jackrablMts {x-ovided a gootTUviBg 
for a number of persons here '•viUing to spend all higfat cap 
hiring them. 

Jack and Sue Smith, who spent a year or so.'ddisg it, 
consented to talk about it, .only if their true names. were cot 
used. 

The Smiths, working with two illegal aliens from Mexico, 
have cau^bt as many as several hundred rabbits in one 
and sfai[^ed them out ]□ cardboard containers from ^ nearby 
Mndland-Odessa Airport. 

Last year,' they said, they grossed about $73,000. 

But this year they are near bankruptcy because of pees- 
sure against jackrabbit hunting by the Humane Sode^. 
Smith's father has had to ^ve them financial hdp. 

It is a similar story for most of tfae jackraWt sbippen 
and hunters in the Odessa area. 

The handful of veterinarians \riio issue the health certifi- 
cates needed to ship the animals out of state have become re- 
luctant to do so. 

In the past, these vets seldtxn bothered even to look at 
the rabbits or the boxes, some hunters say. 

Smith and his wife and their helpens 'would leave at dufr 
in their pickup trucks to hunt (he rabbits on range lanct Tbe 
method is to shine spodigfats into the rabbits' eyes and iboot 
over their heads. Stunned by tfae light and noise, the ananals 
are immobilized, and are easy to capture in large nets. 

“It Isn't easy work, running around there in the ratdes- 
nake-infested prairie.” Sue Smith said. 

Her husband would drive for miles, holding a .22 riSe 
out the window of his truck and steering with mieJiaDd. A 
par'ner nding in tfae back dfi the truck would "then'' oet the 
stunned rabbits. 

“The lunie of the game is fresh rabbits,'' Smith said. 
“They won't lun if they're not fresh. And if they don't run 
well, they don’t do the dog: any good.” 

The Smillu have now j^vc.-i up their business because 
they cannot afford to ship ifae rabbits by track. The local air 
porr has refused tbe shipments and other airports are too far 
awray. 

“It’s not worth it any more.” he said. “Tfae Humane So- 
ciety, has killed our huslness.“It just got to be too much of a 
hassle." But he added, “I don't understand what an the iwob- 
lem is. Jackrabbits aren't very popular around here. EM. .a 
few years there were ralAit roundups 'with people using 
cluto and sticks to kill them by the thousands. Tfaey eat up 
entire fields of crops.” 

Smith said he has had to sell his rifle and that bis wjfc 
bad to sell 4ie family silver to pay for 51 ,800 worth of card- 
board boxes they had bought to use to ship rabfnts.
